An Interesting Decision. 


Conunenting pen a decision iu the Coart 
of Appeal on the Gist July, the Slander’ 


says :--To the Court of Appeal. a point of 


considerably importance was decided as to 
the liability ofa Director ta pay cally on 
Shares which he is required, under the Arti- 


cles of a Limited Company, to hold by way 
of qualifiration Mr Molineaux was 
Director of the London, Birininghi 
Manchester Insurance Company, Lin 
and under tho originul Articles was qualified 
dhy holding fifty Shaves of the Company. } 
Ata meeting of the Board in Fe’ 
3991, it was resolved to raise the qualifica- 
tien of thy Directors from fifty te twe hen- 
dred and fifty Shares: ta. appoiet Mr 
Molineaux, the Plaintiff in the pr 
action against the Company. whom he 
suing for Directors’ fees, n fife member { 
ty inereasa the capital from ten thous 
to one hundred thousand pounds. Thes 
Resolutions were confirmed at a subse- 
quent meeting of the Sharcholders; and on 
April 22, « Prospectus was issued for raising: 
the sdditional capital, which Mr Molineaux 
signed axa Dirgetor. It appeared that wt 
that time he was net an actual holder of 
more than his original fifty Shares. but two 
hundred and_fifty Sheres were allotted to 
him as from April 4, the day on which 
allutments were made to the other Direc- 
tors in respect: of their qualifications. 
His name was entered on the register 
bythe. Secretary’ after a. conversation in 
which Mr -Molineanx had explained 
that he hud transferred some of the Shares 
he had previously held, bat that, if neces- 
sary, he could-get them re-transferred, 
He, however, had not dong this befére he 
resigned his Directorship, which, under the 
Articles, expired on tay 22, and his 
evidence was that he was not aware of the 
entry on the register of his holding of the 
two hundred and. fifty Shares until after 
that‘ ovent had takon place. Wis case 
was, therefore, that be bad never ‘made 
auy agreoment with tho Company to tako 
the Shares, and consequently, in the 
absesce of any direct contract, he was-not 
liable to thecal of fifty pounds in respect 
of them which the Defendant Company. act 
up as_a counter-claim against Mr
